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PREFACE 


Tue Drawings forming the Third Portion of the Sale of Mr. Schwerdt’s 
great Collection have been catalogued and published by him in “ HUNTING, 
HAWKING AND SHOOTING ”’, vol. III, pp. 197-226, and in the Appendix, 
vol. IV, pp. 187-191 ; and the Paintings in vol. IV, pp. 131-132. In this 
Sale Catalogue all the Drawings have been rearranged under one alphabet ; 
the three Paintings will be found at the end. We have throughout 
followed Mr. Schwerdt’s own carefully studied attributions. 


The Collection falls naturally into two parts, the English and the 
Continental Drawings. Many of the English Drawings are for Illustrations 
to well-known Sporting Books ; for example among a remarkable series of 
original drawings by Henry Alken senior there are Illustrations for the 
small edition of National Sports, 1825 ; and for Jorrocks’s Jaunts and Jol- 
lites ; and four by “ Phiz’”’ for the latter book ; there are five drawings 
by S. Howitt for Orme’s Field Shorts, thirteen for the Oriental Field 
Sports as well as other hunting drawings. J. Barenger is represented by 
twelve small oil-paintings of various sports, and there are a number of 
drawings by the other English Sporting Artists such as H. Alken junior, 
S. Alken, R. Havell, Wolstenholme, and a caricature The French 
Hunt by Rowlandson. 


The Continental Drawings comprise works by German, Flemish and 
French Artists of the 16th-18th centuries, including a Volume of original 
drawings by Stradanus for the Venationes, a fine and lengthy series of 
sporting Drawings by J. E. Ridinger, many the originals of engravings 
some of which are so rare that even Mr. Schwerdt was unable to find an 
example ; a group of early German Drawings, one attributed to Christoph 
Amberger, and some French Drawings of which A Boar Hunt by Oudry 
is perhaps the most important.

** Eger (1727-2) was amongst the foremost painters to the Grand 
Ducal Court. Kranichstein became the property of the House of 
Hesse in 1571 ; some of the buildings date from an even earlier 
period (IV, 131).
